This he agreed 
to do, at least for the time being. 


h. Mrs. Giles of the office of Senator McMahon called to 
state that they had a letter from a[-_ formerly employed STATINTL 
by CIA who stated that he had been asked to resign by CIA and then 
when he was about to receive other Government employment, was informed 
he could not be hired because CIA had declared him to be a security 
risk. After talking with Col. Edwards, I informed Mrs. Giles that 
CIA never gave an evaluation as to whether a person was or was not a 
Security risk, although our files are open to a ropriate Securit 
officers. Therefore, while it is correct ge dete, that sh STATINTL 
had requested his resignation, we had certainly not informed other 
agencies that he was a Security risk. 
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
